Spring Varieties.

Meanwhile farmers 
will have to be content with the spring 
varieties now available, and the best of these 
dre Red Marvel, Red Fife and April Red. 
Red Marvel is the must prolific of these 
varieties ; but it should, if possible, be sown 
before the middle of March, 

ted Fife can be.sown up.to the end of 
March. It. is a low yielder, and rather 
susceptible to yellow rust; but it produces an 
excellent quality grain for milling and loaf 
making. Farmers who propose to grow 
this variety are recommended to. sow it 
thickly—up to 16-18 stones per Statute acre— 
as it dues not tiller well 

April Red can be sown up to practically 
the middle of April 
growing and hardy variety; but the straw 
is very weak and the yield is only moderate. 
Two pedigree strains of this latter variety 
are being propagated by the Plant-Breeding 
Department, with a view to. their eventual 
distribution to farmers. | 


Winter Wheats. 


Tn the case of varieties suited for winter 
sowing, the Trish farmer need only concern 
himself for the present with Queen Wilhel- 
mina, Square Head Master, Yeoman 2, and 
possible Red Stettin.

Sheep of every classification have in- 
creased, on the average, by 4.1 per cent. 
Horses of every group, except those under a 
year (where tlie loss is nominal), show in- 
creases—2.7 per cent. on average; and, 
though .there are decreases for turkeys, geese 
and” ducks, Shey are not large, and are more 
than ‘balanced “by thé denidcratic “ ordinary 
fowl,’’ whose percentage increase of 5.2 per 
cent. covers 897,707, representing no doubt a 
considerable addition to egg-production. 
There is no means of ‘“ weighting’ 
these figures, although the farmer 
has his own proportional relations, based 
on experience as to how many pigs and sheep 
it takes to “ make.”’.a given number of cows. 
Values differ too widely to express, say, a 
good bull in terms~of-sows or one-year 
horses. But if_the valuation of our stock 
and our crops cannot be adequately stated, 
some general considerations can be urged to 
sow that the balance sheet is not as un- 
sat:sfactory as we had feared to find it. 


Our Gains Balance Our Losses. 


On the whole, we had rather that diminu- 
tions, if they do. occur, took place (within 
narrow lim.is) in the actual cultivation of 
cornscrops-and hay. than of live stock, partly 
because. much oí our. weaith must always he 
in the latter, and partly because the con- 
tinuance of fairly good vital statistics for the 
latter points towards—though it does not 
quite prove—a sufficiency of tillage for live 
stock. purposes. A decrease. in hay, side by 
side with a decrease in total cattle, is un- 
satisfactory, but the balance is somewhat 
restored ,when we note the increase in heifers 
in calf, sows, ewes, horses, and even (do we 
not unduly despise: their contribution to the 
national ancome?) .hena, 

‘A* more important factor in our calcula- 
tions is. te be-found in the Department's 
agricultural output figures (made out for 
1926-27, and published this year), from which 
it transpires that the computed value of our 
live stock for that year was over three and a 
half. times the value .of our total crops, and 
that {if live stock products be included) the 
values “árising from the’ cultivation of crops 
either consumed by farmers) or sold by them 
amount to less-than one-sixth’ of our live 
stock products, together with the milk pro- 
ducts,-eggs, wool and honey. In other words, 
the ‘dimimition in our agriculture is less 
serious ‘thatr it looks. It will, perhaps, be 
said. that in farming it is misleading to plare 
in’ separate water-tight compartments a series 
of businesses in which, ‘in the very nature of 
things, interchange between one group and 
antither is of constant occurrence. 

That is true, but it dows not invalidate 
the fact that the gains to farming in 1929-30 
occurred mainly in the group. which is of 
the higher financial value, and that. these 
gains took place under conditions. which 
either balanced up the net losses outside that 
group or wént far towards “doing so. 


Drawing Conclusions. 


Tt ts tO bé’ regretted; of course, that an 
industry working on so Darrow .a margin 
as “Irish farming should have made any 
lossés in so” critical a year. And it is re- 
gretiahle, tco, that the precjsé. extent. both 
of the losses and of the countervailing gains 
aré hot exactly calculable.

7 OQULTRY-KEEPERS' everywhere are 
P now busy preparing for the Christmas 

markets, whidh: for many of them, 
especially those wl@ -rear.large numbers of 
turkeys, make such a difference in-the yearly 
exchequer, Therefore, a timely word on the 
fina] touches, which may make all the differ- 
ence between Joss and gain in their returns, 
may be appreciated. 


Finishing the Birds. 


Generous feeding during the remaining few 
weeks to Christmas will make a wonderful 
difference in the quality of the flesh of those 
birds which have been gi SE in from. free 
range. Whether rearing birds for market is 
undertaken or not, it is a very sound. -pro- 
position to have a few good chickens for 
home consumption at this time, and the late- 
hatched cockerels come in very tseful, for this 
purpose. 

When put in to fatten, these birds need 
not be confined in coops unless they are to 
be crammed. Otherwise they are inclined to 
co off condition after a week’s feeding. Thev 
will do better in small runs with dry and 
comfortable sleeping quarters; bert in. this 
conection birds of different batches of rear- 
ing. or which have not hitherto been in quar 
ters together, should not be penned together. 
They will not thrive if they are inclined to 
quarrel, 

Feeding. : 

The best feeding is a generous supply of 
mash, given in troughs every morning and 
evening, suitable hours being 8.30 a.m, and - 
5.39 p.m. ‘The mash might consist. of equal 
parts of finmely-ground oats (Sussex-ground 
cats for preference), fine barley meal’ and 
fine Indian meal, or instead of the latter poli. 
lard mav be used. The masli should be wet. 
if at all possible with milk, and should be 
given in a semi-liquid state It is of the 
right consistency if when held in the hand it 
will not run through the fingers. . After about 
two weeks of this treatment the birds should 
have increased in weight from oné half ‘to 
three-quarters of a pound each, if they were 
in good condition when put in, but one can 
not expect to fatten a lean bird in so short a 
time: Scratching aceommédation is. wnneces- 
‘sary, as the birds’ ean spend the intervals 
between meals ‘on the perches, which should 
be rather low, 3 


Turkeys: 

Turkeys, of course, present more difficulty, 
in the fattening stage by reason of their aver. 
sion to confined conditions, but if a iacge 
outhouse with a partially open front, with 
south or west aspect, be available it will be 
quite ‘suitable for a few weeks, The house 
must be ‘kept ‘scrupulously clean, und. the 
birds should have constant supplies of clean. 
fresh water and pure grit. The perches 
should be adequate, and should not be more 
than three feet from the ground, Flying too 
high is very. injurious to fattening hirds. If 
a good roomy house such as®this can he had 
they may be entirely confined to it for the 
finishing period up to five weeks, hut when 
not. available they will do far letter if 
allowed their liberty and generously 
Small, stuffy houses are detrimental to tur. 
keys at any time, but much more so if ‘en- 
closed in them all day, 

They may be given the same feeding .as 
that recommended for chicken-fattening, with 
the addition of some cooked potatoes, and it 
is advisable to feed the mash in troughs in a 
warm condition, When the birds have eaten 
as much as they will take any remaining in 
the troughs should he removed. Grain foods 
such as wheat, oais or kibbled maise are 
particularly suitable to the turkeys, and -the 
evening feed may be followed hy about two 
ounces per head of one or more of the «Love 
grains, given in the throughs. 


Geese. 

Far ‘too many people neglect the despised 
goose when the other birds are ,getting all the 
good things. It is impossible. to. get a good 
price for geese or to get them into a properly 
finished state unless they are given-a little 
feeding. Grass,at this time of year will rot. 


and should not, be expected to be sufficient | 


feeding for these’ birds, hardy as they are, 
When housed at night the geese should be 
given a liberal supper of potatoes mixed with 
crushed oats; broken wheat or other grains. 
The potatoes mav be given either raw or 
boilec , and if in the former state they will be 
improved by pulping and mixing with the 
grains. The birds will devour such “ford 
ravenously; the same diet could be given in 
the morning with advantage. So treated, 
geese put up flesh very rapidly, and the 
market value is considerably enhanced, 

Top price should be the aim of all poultry- 
keepers who sell table birds. but this cannot 
be obtained on starvation diet or improper 
management. It will pay all to be generous 
for the few short weeks that remain to finish 
off their stocks, always remembering that the 
birds must first of all be in good condition 
and perfectly healthy before being put in to 
fatten. 

The killing and packing of the birds for 
market is so important that it must have an 
article all to itself, which we hope.to have 
just at the psychological moment, bat in pass- 
ing one word of advics — fast well before 
killing. '

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‘A HISTORIC DIOCESE.

diocese of islands in the Anglican 
His diocese, consisting of the 
and some adjoining islands, 
was’ wrecked by the hurricane of September, 
1928. Ten churches eae pomools were com- 
pletely destroyed; eighteen churches and 

partially destroyed, and 
thousands of the inhabitants lost their homes 
and livelihood. : 

The Archbishop has his residence in 
‘Antigua, which is close to Nevis where Nelson 
was married and where Alexander Hamilton, 
who drafted the Constitution of the United 
States, was born in 1757. Antigua

mounced Antiga) is oval in shape and has ‘hese 


distinct characteristics. In the south and 
south-west it is voleanic and mountainous ; in 
the north and north-east it is of coral forma- 
tion, the soil consisting of calcareous marls 
and coarse sandstone; the centre part is flat 
and clayey. The soil of the valleys and low 
lands is a rich black mould on a substratum 
of clay and is remarkable for its productivity. 
The shores are lined by coral reefs, but the 
island has many natural harbours, the most 
notable being St. John’s Harbour on the 
north-west, where the capital stands on gently 
sloping ground. Dr. Hutson, as Metropolitan 
of the West Indies, surveys the whole of the 
Caribbean Sea from his island home. Twelve 
hundred miles across its gleaming waters 1s 
the Diocese of British Honduras, with Jamaica 
en route. Seven or eight hundred miles south 
is British Guiana, and about equidistant-north 
lie the archipelago of the Bahamas. A love 
of the sea must be bred in this mariner 
missionary, whose family have for generations 
If, as’ Euripides says, 
“ the sea washes off all the woes of men,’’ he 
must be well trained in seeing life steadily and 
seeing it whole. 
THE LEEWARD ISLANDS. 

The Leeward Islands are comparatively un- 
known to travellers from Europe, who either 
go southward to Barbados and Trinidad and 
thence to Jamaica or Panama, or else they 
take the northward route to the Bahamas. 
The Leewards are in the line of steamers ply- 
ing between South America or Trinidad and 
the United States and Canada, being served 
by the inter-Colonial boats and the Lampert 
and Holt boats. It is a fascinating run in 
our winter period. 

Dominica, the largest of the Leeward group, 
is 291 square miles, and was discovered by 
Columbus on a Sunday in 1493—hence its 
name. It is very mountainous, with luxuriant 
forest trees and more than 300 rivers. The 
cultivation of the lime tree (Citrus acida) is 
by far the largest industry in Dominica. 
Rodney’s magnificent tour de force jn the 
locality -shattered the fleet of De Grasse in 
1782. Nelson was here also on June 11th, 
1805, five days too late to catch Villeneuve, 
whose fleet he had tracked in vain throughout 
the islands ; but on October 21st, at Trafalgar, 
he vindicated his country’s action. ‘‘ England 
has saved herself by her exertions,’’ said Pitt; 
** she will save Europe by her example. 

MARTINIQUE. 

‘he destruction of St. Pierre, in the neigh- 
bouring island of Martinique, in 1902, will 
be remembered by many readers. Of a very 
handsome town of 40,000 inhabitants there 
is absolutely nothing left except one gable 
of a cathedral. In less than one minute the 
white-hot fire from the gaping sides of 
Mont Pelé destroyed what had been the 
splendid pride of the French West Indies. 
Napoleon the Great took his first bride, 
Josephine de Ja Paqerie, from Martinique, 
and Madame de Maintenon, as Francoise 
d’Aubigné, spent all her girlhood on the 
island. 

Oliver Cromwell's destructive conquests in 
Ireland have pleasant echoes to-day in the 
little island of, Montserrat. Cromwell deported 
many of our countrymen to St. Kitts and 
Montserrat, and these acquired negro slaves 
to cultivate their crops. The negroes, of 
course, learnt their masters’ tongue, and the 
Irish brogue may still be heard to-day. Lord 
Frederick Hamilton tells a story of his 
arrival at Montserrat. As he went ashore in 
the Admunistrator’s whale-boat the jet-black 
coxswain remarked: “ 'Tis the lee side I will 
be going, sorr, the way your Honor will 
not le getting wet; for them back-seas are 
mighty throublesome.’’ The West Indian 
negro, happily, does not keep in his memory 
““the curse of Cromwell’’; he is concerned 
with his present social and political develop- 
ment, and he is certainly moving forward. 
J. A. Froude’s brilliant study and criticism 
of the West Indies, written in 1887, is con- 
ceived too completely in the language cf 
crisis to be trustworthy. The black people 
are developing surely, if slowly, under the 
mild rule of England, and the prophecy 
that ““ England will soon be no more than 
a name in Barbados and the Autilles’’ has 
certainly not been fulfilled. Froude was 
very proud at that time of our administra- 
tion in India; what he would think of the 
Conference on Ifdia now sitting is an interest- 
ing speculation. 

“THE DEAD MAN’S CHEST.” 

North-east of the Leeward Islands lie the 
Islands, named by Columbus after 
St. Ursula and her eleven thousand virgins, 
and among them is a square and box-like 
uninhabited rock known as “' The Dead Man’s 
Chest.” Schoolboy readers of ‘‘'‘lreasure 
Island “ are familiar with the chant of the 
old pirate— 

“ Fifteen men on the Dead Man’s Chest, 

Yo-ho-ho, and a bottle of rum — 

and often fancy that it refers literally to a 
seaman’s .chest, Here, however, in this 
eerie ‘corner of theCaribbean, Stevenson laid 
his plot. Further south is another small 
island, though of more practical interest, by 
name Saba, where the finest boats in the 
West Indies are made. The little town is 
one thousand feet up from the sea in the 
crater of an extinct volcano, and the boats, 
when constructed, are lowered over almost 
perpendicular rock cliffs to their harbourage 
below. As we pass the Dutch island of St. 
Eustatius, before emerging into the Atlantic, 
a flag is run up on our vessel, and a cor- 
responding one on the shore. At this spot 
a few years ago one of the liners was wrecked, 
and passengers and crew were saved by the 
islanders—hence the grateful salute of the 
Lamport and Holt vessels as they pass St. 
Eustatius. 

The more recent loss of the Vaudin was out 
in the Atlantic, far away from the islands. 
it the hurricane season is avoided, the voyage 
up the islands is as safe as crossing irom 
Kingstown to Holyhead.

IRISH CREAMERY FOR

At yesterday's meeting of the Grange- 
gorman Joint Mental Hospital Committee at

Literary isscciations. 


Davos, now the centre of winter sport 
activities, owes much of its present popu- 
larity to the energy of its British visitors 
during the last century.

‘“ Underwoods.” At Davos also Beatrice 
Harraden wrote “ Ships that Pass in the 
Night ’’; the late Sir A. Conan Doyle 
was a pioneer ski-er, and E. C. Benson a 
frequent visitor. 


Ghe Human XCachine. 


Wandering yesterday, as my custom is, 
along the banks of the Liffey between 
O’Connell Bridge and the sea, I stood for 
a while and watched a cargo of what ap- 
peared to be bricks being unloaded from 
a schooner moored just below the new foot- 
bridge. The process of unloading was 
simple and quite remarkably effective. A 
chain of five men did the whole thing—one 
in the very bottom of the ship, a second 
standing somewhat higher in the hold, a 
third on deck, 4nd two others on the quay. 

In monotonous rhythm, and with 
strange precision, they throw the bricks 
one by one from hand to hand, the upper- 
most man arranging them neatly as they 
reached him on a waiting lorry. Frankly, 
I could not see that the process was so 
much slower than the more usual ways of 
unloading small cargoes, and it was vastly 
more picturesque. 


The Secretary Bird. 


So called from the quill-like appearance 
of the long feathers on each side of its 
head, the secretary bird is one of man’s 
greatest allies against his reptile foes. In 
parts of Africa, especially in the South, 
it is carefuly protected on account of its 
services. During bush-fires, when hundreds 
of reptiles are compelled to flee before the 
scorching heat, these birds have been often 
observed to gather in considerable 
numbers—a congregation which doubtless 
has accounted for hundreds of noxious 
reptiles. The mode of attacking the prey 
seems to be as follows:—Shielded by its 
huge wings, which it employs as buffers, 
the bird delivers crushing blows with its 
powerful legs and huge feet. By reason 
of its strength and agility, the secretary 
is a match for most venomous and small, 
non-poisonous snakes, though one would 
like to know how a big 12ft. or 13ft. 
mamba would be treated. Probably the 
bird would avoid so grave an encounter.

A Legal Laureate. 


Lord Darling, who celebrates his eighty- 
first birthday this week, has, since his 
retirement from the Bench in 1923, gained 
fresh honours as an author. 

It is over thirty years since he took his 
seat on the Bench, and his judgments in 
such famous cases as the “ Mr. A.” case 
have made his name a household word. 
One of the most humorous of English 
judges, he is also one of the most precise 
in his judgments, so that it was a matter 
of surprise if any of his judgments were 
reversed upon appeal. He occupied the 
position of Lord Chief Justice during the 
year in which Lord Reading was absent 
on his visit to America. 

Since his retirement Lord Darling has 
joined the band of those who have turned 
from law to literature. As a poet, he has 
been called “ the Legal Laureate,”’ for his 
weekly poems on stirring evénts have 
done the work of our silent Poets 
Laureate. He is also a popular essayist, 
and has rivalled Mr. Augustine Birrell’s 
“Obiter Dicta” with his “ Scintille 
Juris.” 


Mud Island. 


About the end of the eighteenth century 
the district lying between the Royal Canal 
and the Tolka, and bounded east and west 
by the North Strand and Ballybough 
road, was called “ Mud Island.” It was 
then little better than a swampy, low 
common, dotted here and there with mud 
cabins and sand pits. It was famous at 
one time for the daring deeds of its 
denizens, but its glories have long 
departed.

ud Island was a rare spot a century 
ago, and had its “ king” like royal 
Dalkey.

No doubt, 
Coke would shake his head very gravely and 
would say (as he did say in print many 
years later): “The common law hath no 
controler in any part of it but the High 
Court of Parliament ” Bacon, shaking a 
warning finger in the face of his rival, would 
give utterance to something like this : “When 
there appeareth on either side a high hand, 
violent persecution, cunhing advantages 
taken, combination, power, great counsel, 
then is the virtue of a judge seen to make 
ag og L equal.”’

PERCENTAGE OF CATCH To 
PAY FOR BOAT. 


Mr. LYNCH. Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, in moving the second reading of the 
Sea Fisheries Ball, said that, im so far as the 
bill affected the Sea Fisheries Association, it 
proposed to transfer to the Association such 
assets of the Department as they required. 
The Minister was empowered to Méid over 
such boats and gear as the Association re- 
quired on terms to be agreed on He could 
also transfer any sums outstanding due to 
the Department, but this would not mean 
that any obligation would be transferred if 
the borrower did not desire it. 

He anticipated that the method of repay 
ment to the Association would be preferred 
by the majority of borrowers. The present 
system was half-yearly repayments, and, in 
the case of the larger borrowers, they were 
oiten not able to meet it. Under the new 
system the borrowers would repay the Asso- 
ciation a percentage of the price received for 
each catch. 

The term ‘ hire purchase’ in the bill, he 
said, did not mean that the boat would 
never become the property of the man who 
hired it. When the purchase money and 
iuterest were paid in full the hoat would 
become the absolute property of the hirer. 

He had very strong powers to deal with 
those who tried to evade their liability under 
the plan. 


! HYGIENIC CONDITIONS. 

There were provisions in the bill providing 
for the licensing of auctioneers and salesmen. 
One of the prime obiects of the Association

of fish, and to secure that these transactions 
would be carried out in a proper manner and 
under hygienic conditions.

He would wait for a recommenda- 
tion from the Association. 


QUESTION OF FINANCE. 

Mr. DERRIG (¥.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that the Minister had given them very little 
to go on. What were the assets of the De- 
partment at present? The Minister had 
spoken of handing over these old debts to 
the Association. e (Mr. Derrig) thought it 
would be better for the Department to clear 
these off themselves, and not .omplicate the 
work of the new Association unnecessarily. 

How was the Association to be financed! 
The Minister had left them completely in the 
dark on that point. He thought that a com- 
mercial Beard should have been set up on the 
lines of the Electricity Supply Board. 


MORE INFORMATION WANTED. 


Was it suggested that it would not be 
possible to give the members of this Board 
powers to exercise their discretion in a rea- 
sonable way, as they would lú ordinary 
private business?

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Mr, MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) suggested 
that there should be some arrangement by 
which cash or credit should be given to fisher- 
men at the beginning of each season to enable 
them to carry on their work away from home. 
He thought it would have been had an 
effort been made to grade shops, to induce 
shopkeepers to make them so attractive that 
purchasers would have confidence that the fish 
sold there was fresh and clean. 

He hoped that the Association would make 
a determined effort to capture the home 
— fs way they ae be able to induce 
people provide specia ul motor 
hae from which fish cool neo grá Cross: 
roads. 

SINS OF “OMISSION, 

Mr. CARNEY (F-.F., Donegal) said that 
there was only one important clause in the 
bill, and that was where the Mivister, like 
Pontius Pilate, had washed his hands of 
responsibility. It was easy enough to sell 
the fish, and there was ample provision for 


fishermen ao that they could catch the fish. 
They wanted protection from the foreign 
trawlers which were coming -around their 
coasts and catching the fish, and thus taking 
the bread out of the mouths of their own 
fishermen. 

Mr. MULLINS (Ind: Republican, Cork 
W.) said that he was very disappointed with 
this bill, and when the fishermen heard what 
it was, they would be sadly disillusioned. 
He would vote for the bill for the reason 
that it was better than nothing. 

Mr. MONGAN (Govt., Galway), speaking 
in Irish, said that he was glad to know 
that the fishermen who sought loans would 
not need to give security. 


TERRITORIAL WATERS. 

Dr. RYAN ({F.F., Wexford) said that an 
important consideration was the protectio 
of their territorial waters, and upon this 
matter the Minister had been too long in- 
different. It was not fair to their own fisher- 
men that foreign trawlers should be allowed 
to take away fish from their shores. The 
repayment of loans was another matter that 
might press heavily upon the fishermen. 

The importation of fish was greater than 
the quantity caught by their own fishermen, 
and the Bill seemed to him to make it pos- 
sible for foreign fish to be sold at a better 
price than the fish taken by the native fisher- 
men,

his was not a party question, and Fianna 
Fail was actuated solely by a desire to get 
justice, however belated, for these men. The 
committee suggested in the motion would be 
able to vome to a proper decision when it had 
secured all the information, and so guide the 
House. 

THE MUTINY AND AFTER. 

Mr. Fahy went on to describe in detail the 
mutiny by the Connaught Rangers in India 
in. June, 1920, and said that he had it 
definitely from such people as ex-officers of 
the regiment that had there been no trouble 
in Ireland there would have been no mutiny 
in India. The mutiny culminated in the 
arrest of a large number of the men and 
their trial by field general courtsmartial, one 
man, Private Daly, being executed, fifteen 
sentenced to penal servitude for life, and 
about fifty others to varying terms of penal 
servituae. 

Their treatment while in prison in India was 
very severe, and later the majority were im- 
prisoned in Maidstone, where they underwent 
ill-treatment, and the health of practically all 
suffered in consequence. 

There was naturally a belief among the men 
that the Free State Government would make 
some provision for them, or for their relatives, 
to compensate for what they had lost’ in 
the matter of pensions, but nothing was done 
and no genuine effort was made to get at the 


facts. 
“ SHAMEFULLY TREATED.” 

About a dozen of the men had service in the 
British Army of from twelve to nineteen years, 
and those men were entitled to something in 
the nature of a pension. As regards the re- 
mainder he thought that a gratuity based on 
the particalar circumstances of each case 
would be a satisfactory solution, The case, 
in his opinion, would be met by anything from 
£5,000 to £10,000. 

Mr. SHAW (Government, Longford-West- 
meath) said that he had been instrumental in 
getting a life pension for an ex-mutineer of 
the Connaught Rangers, who was dismissed 
from the British Army and lived in Mullingar. 

Mr. FHY said he was pleased to hear 
that. He honed the deputy wonld get more. 

Mr. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) formally 
seconded the motion. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 


Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 

that there was a great difference between the 
case of the mutineers and that of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary members who had resigned. 
The members of the R.I.C. who resigned made 
an important contribution to the ~national 
struggle. The men who mutinied in India had 
no influence on the course of the struggle. The 
members of the R.1.C. who resigned at that 
time sacrificed both pay and pension, and they 
had been awarded compensation. 
. Members of that force whose motives 
were subjected to doubt had been refused 
compensation; and men who had been 
in. the. force for only four years and 
had resigned also had been refused.. The 
majority of the Connaught Rangers 
mutineers had no longer service than the 
men of the R.L.C. who had been refused 
compensation or pensions. 

There were civilians here at home who 
made t sacrifices. and received nó com- 
pensation. Out of the sixty-one. who were 


sentenced, {wenty-one had, at one time or 
another, been given employment, but not for 


long periods. h : :

POSITION OF TRISH FLOUR MILLS. 


GOVERNMENT 
ATTITUDE.

The Chairman, Mr. T. W. Westropp 
Bennett, took the chair in the Free Static 
Senate at ó p.m. yesterday. 

The House resumed the debate on the 
motion of Mr. Connolly :— 

“ That, in the opinion of the Seanad, the 
position of the flour-milling industry is 
one calling for the immediate action of 
the Executive, and that control of wheat 
and flour imports is ar immediate neces- 
sity.”” 

Mr. JOHNSON said that it would be better 
if the figures of imports given by Senator 
Connolly were supplemented. The Seanad 
could not judge the whole case on the figures 
of one year as compared with another. The 
figures submitted revealed a serious change 
for the worse from 1929 to 1930, but when 
comparison was made over a number of years 
they did not bear quite the same construc- 
tion. 

He was in favour of rationalisation, of 
better organisation, as a means to a well 
thought out end, for the Irish milling 
industry, but at the same time he was of 
the opinion that they should not look en 
unmoved at the setting up of a rationalisa- 
tion scheme which concerned Ireland as a 
unit in the English milling system. 

It was desirable that an active milling 
industry should be retained in this country, 
and the grouping of the Irish mills into one 
organisation should be given encouragement 
and brought to a successful accomplishment 
They should not allow the existence of the 
flour mills of this country to be dependent 
on the possible technical superiority of the 
mills of another country. 

He held the opinion that there ought to 
be some control of the importation of wheat 
and flour, and that a direct attempt should 
be made, with Government aid, to bring the 
mills in the Free. State into a national 
organisation to supply ‘the Sour neéds Of the 
country, That might mean a very small 
addition to the consumer, and a slight change 
in the public taste, but the price would be 
worth the advantages. 


A MEASURE OF PROTECTICN. 

Sir WALTER NUGENT said that the 
real question before them was how the matter 
was to be solved to the satisfaction of all 
parties concerned. He had always held that 
the smail farmer should be self-supporting. 
They could allow corn to come in from 
America with some protection to the 
farmer. Steps could be taken which would 
increase milling in Ireland and give en- 
couragement to farmers to grow grain to 
meet their own requirements. He was cf 
opinion that - Senator Connolly should 
recommend that the Tariff Commission should 
consider whether an import duty should be 
imposed on ‘certain grades of bakers’ flour 
and inducements should be given to farmers 
to grow grain for their own requirements, 


MINISTER REMAINS 
UNCONVINCED.

“NO NECESSITY FOR ANY 
INTERFERENCE.” 


Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, in reply, said that two con- 
tentions had been advanced— 

(1) That there was a deliberate attempt 
by an English concern to wipe out the 
Irish flour milling industry ; a 

(2) That something subtle and sinister 
was happening, inasmuch as flour sold in 
sacks bore certain marks. 

A review of the milling situation showed that 
for six months of the current year the actual 
output of flour was greater than that for the 
corresponding period last year. With regard 
to men who had been dismissed from em- 
loyment, he could say that none had been 
dismissed from productive milling. None of 
the figures advanced by Senator Connolly 
could stand examination, and his (the 
Minister’s) case was that there was no neces- 
sity for any interference. 


THE POSITION IN LIMERICK. 

The proposer of the motion made the state- 
ment that forty men had been dismissed from 
the flour milling industry in Limerick since 
Messrs, Rank took over, and he led the house 
to believe that that number was lost to pro- 
ductive milling. That was not a fact. The 
forty men disappeared from the transport 
aod clerical side, and not ove from the pro- 
ductive side, 

Colonel MOORE-~What does it matter? 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—It smashes the argu.

operated. . 

There was in this country excessive an- 
productive expenditure. Three million ‘pounds 
were spent on motor cars and petrol, and not 
one shilling of that money was spent in 
Ireland. His remedy for the condition of 
affairs was two-fold. He proposed, first, to 
stop the issue of civil bills and the marking 
of decrees in respect of the instalment of 
the annuity which was now due. Secondly, 
all impediments to the draining and reclama- 
tion of land should be removed at once in 
order to relieve the labouring man. 

It was a national necessity that immediate 
steps should be taken by the Government to 
carry out wholesale arterial drainage schemes 
as a national charge. That would bring in- 
stant assistance to agricultural’ Jabourers. 
Instead of all the Boards for one thing and 
another there should be set up one*great de- 
velopment Board for the whole country. 

He asked for an adjournment of the debate 
so that there might be a full House to discuss 
in a national sense the best means of meeting 
a national calamity. 


A FARMER’S PROTEST. 
Miss KATHLEEN BROWNE said that as a 


practical farmer she considered that the motion 
was not only wholly unnecessary, but mis- 
chievous. She protested against all the talk 
about the hopeless condition of farming, and 
all the sympathy now suddenly being poured 
over the farmer. ~The country was being 
flooded with that sort of talk, the only effect 
of which was to sap the courage of the farmer, 
to make him discouraged and panicky at a 
time when he most required confidence in him- 
self and in his industry. 

There was not much sympathy with the 
farmer when roving bands of young men 
quartered themselves on him all over the 
country, and ate him out of house and home. 
That period was the ruin of many farmers. 
Over and above that the farmer could not 
get his produce to market. <And now he was 
still paying for the damage to roads and 
bridges which prevented him from carrying on 
his business. 

Mr. COMYN objected, that what happened 
in the civil war had nothing to do with the 
problem of present-day agricultura] depression 
svnich the House was discussing. 

Miss BROWNE—1 mention it as a protest 
against the talk of people who are for the 
most part not farmers.

live under conditions of appalling squalor. 
Of course, the menace of the slum has not 
passed without notice from the Free State 
Government, and at the present moment 
a bill is being drafted by the Ministry for 
Local Government and Public Health 
which, as we hope, will set the housing 
conditions of the Free State, and of Dublin 
in particular, on a new and better basis, 
The census of 1926, supplementing eye- 
witness and ~hearsay, has provided 
adequate data of the evils that must be 
overcome, Yesterday the most glaring of 
these evils were summarised in a 
memorandum which was presented to 
the Ministry for Local Government 
by the United Council of Christian 
Churches and Religious Communions in 
Ireland—an organisation that represents 
every Christian communion in Ireland save 
the Roman Catholio Church. The 
memorandum reveals a state of affairs that 
is growing worse from day to day, and 
must be tackled on a national scale, since 
it has become too formidable for private 
control. 

According to the official reports on Free 
State housing, 45.3 per cent. of the peopie 
of Dublin and 25.5 per cent. of the popula- 
tion in rural area; live under conditions 
broadly known as ‘‘overcrowded.’”” The 
census of 1926 shows that 13,618 families 
in Dublin lived at that date in over- 
crowded conditions, and that: 78,934 
citizens occupied one-room tenements, 
In 1928 the number of third-class 
occupied tenement houses in Dublin— 
these, according to the official definition, 
are “ houses so decayed as to be unfit for 
human habitation and incapable of being 
made fit”—was 1,744; and in that half 
of the city where the poorer classes reside 
one-third of the inhabitants lived four or 
more to every room. Where such over- 
crowding prevails it is a wonder that 
health and decency exist at all. The 
memorandum submitted to Mr. Mulcahy 
pays a tribute to the qualities of Dublin’s 
back-street population; but people 
cannot live long in such conditions 
and preserve their physical and moral 
health. The toll taken by disease alone 
of the Irish working-classes forms a cruel 
comparison with the records of better- 
housed and less crowded populations. Ex- 
periments conducted in various countries 
have shown that a people condemned to 
live in squalor languishes; transplanted, 
it gains new life. Common-sense and a 
study of the death-rates confirm these 
conclusions. 

Dublin offers accommodation in plenty 
to those who can afford it. Recent years 
have seen the growth of a multitude of 
houses in the city’s environs; but they 
have done nothing to solve the problem of 
the slums. In the first place, they are too 
dear ; for a house, however tiny, that costs 
ten shillings or more a week in rent, is 
of no.use to the working man who can 
afford only four or five shillings. In the 
next place, as the memorandum submitted 
yesterday points out, the residences that 
have been built to suit the poor man’s 
pocket are almost as useless, since they 
are situated on the outskirts of the city, 
remote from his place of employment. 
Accordingly, the United Council of Chris- 
tian Churches calls upon the Free State 
Government and local authorities to con- 
centrate all their resources first and fore- 
most on the menace of the slums, It 
urges that grants from public funds 
towards the cost of comparatively expen- 
It quotes the Act 
passed at Westminster during this year, 
which encourages local authorities to 
make special and immediate provision for 
the decent housing of the working-classes 
and the abolition of the slum; and it 
demands that the population of Dublin 
shall be housed anew, cheaply and at con- 
venient distances from their employment. 
Doubtless, the situation has been studied 
in full by Mr. Mulcahy’s Department, and 
we await the new plan with eagerness and 
hope, So long as the menace of the slum 
endures, Greater Dublin will be nothing 
more than a pleasant dream.

Burma and India. 


The general rejoicing, both in Rangoon 
and Delhi, is conspicuous proof that the 
decision to separate the administrations 
of Burma and India is long overdue. Now 
at last the appointment by the Round 
Table Conference of a sub-committee to 
ascertain the best means by which this 
end may be accomplished justifies a hope 
that soon the defects of the present 
régime will be swept away. Only one 
dissentient voice has been raised, and this 
comes, strangely enough, from the extreme 
left wing of Burmese nationalism. ‘‘ The 
General Council of all Burmese Associa- 
tions’ has lodged a _ violent protest, 
claiming that immediate separation is 
contrary to the desire of the vast bulk 
of the population. In spite of its 
resounding title, however, the self-styled 
General Council of all Burmese Associa- 
tions is neither representative nor honest. 
It speaks for nobody in the Shan States, 
where forty-three chieftains are un- 
swervingly loyal to the Crown, and, even 
in Lower Burma and around Mandalay, 
its influence is wholly negligible. More- 
over, it does want separation, but 
separation in its own time. These

Sitting on Bayonets. 


The French Chamber is being asked 
to accord, and certainly will accord, 
increased credits for military armaments, 
M. Maginot, the Minister of War, declares 
that France’s military weakness—she has 
the largest army in Western Europe— 
offers a sinister temptation to her poten- 
tial enemies. During recent years, he 
says, inadequate credits have resulted in 
a deficiency of armaments, and the period 
of military service has been reduced from 
three years to one. The national neces- 
sity, therefore, demands “' fresh military 
arrangements.” Asking the Chamber for 
a vote of some £5,000,000, M. Maginot 
hinted that the present period of military 
service would be lengthened in the near 
future. In the meanwhile nothing is 
being left to chance. The construction of 
the new system of fortifications, which is 
proceeding satisfactorily, will be com- 
pleted in 1935. A few days ago the 
President of the Republic signed a dectee 
by which the existing status of the French 
corps of Customs officers—ail ex-soldiers 
—was abolished. They will be organised 
as infantry battalions, attached to 
Customs areas, and in this way an impor- 
tant addition is made to the number of 
trained soldiers immediately available in 
case of need. M. Maginot explains that 
he has “a horror of war,” but he is con- 
vinced that the best antidote is “ to place 
peaceful nations beyond the reach of a 
treacherous blow.” It is known that a 
majority of the French Cabinet supports 
the War Minister’s views. While she is 
increasing her army, France, in rivalry 
with Italy, has planned a large programme 
of naval construction. Moreover, nearly 
every one of the new States of Eastern 
Europe is an armed camp. We need not 
share the profound and precise gloom 
which has caused General Ludendorff to 
fix the outbreak of the next European war 
for May lst, 1932, but surely the outlook 
holds reason for grave anxiety. England 
alone has made a drastic reduction of 
naval and military armaments: will 
Geneva’s moral support be an effective 
substitute for men and ships in the next 
war /

Curses. 


Recent discoveries on a Roman-British 
site at Baldock, in Hertfordshire, have 
unearthed a grim relic of human hate. 
It was found in a Roman cemetery which 
contains many graves of the first and 
second centuries. The object is a leaden 
tablet, which is pierced with nine holes— 
four of them still hold nails—and_ bears 
a curse inscription. Written backward, 
from right to left, the inscription, as 
translated, reads; ‘‘ Tacita, or by what- 
ever other name she is called, is hereby 
cursed.”? If the curse was efficacious, poor 
Tacita—surely gossip was not her offence— 
died of paralysis; for that was the magical 
purpose of the nails. Although witch- 
craft flourished among the Romans, as 
readers of Petronius and Apuleius will 
recall, only four other curse inscriptions 
have been found in Roman Britain—at 
Bath, Lydney, Caerleon and London. 
Perhaps, those early witches were 
specialists rather in love potions than 
in death charms. In later centuries 
English witches practised many devilish 
arts for the removal of undesired persons. 
Their favourite method was to make a 
wax image of the victim, which was 
melted slowly before a fire or was treated 
as a pin-cushion. 
contemporary opinion believed, the victim 
died of ‘‘ wasting disease” and, in the 
other, of rheumatism. Our Irish fore- 
fathers were a cursing people, and the 
old literature is rich in the language of 
vituperation; but we think that in most 
cases they were content to “blow off 
steam,’’ and that they seldom resorted to 
black magic. The most inclusive. and 
fullest-bodied curse of modern literature 
is that which blasted the hapless jackdaw 
of Rheims. The habit has gone out of 
fashion, and election speeches are a poor 
substitute.

Labour and Liberal. 


It is not news that the Trades Disputes 
Act Amendment Bill is playing a consider- 
able part in the negotiations between the 
Government and the Liberals, but it is 
seldom that political bargaining is so 
blatant as that now being carried on. 
One day we have a Minister saying that 
the bill will be well on its way to the 
Statute Book before Christmas, while 
another states that it would be as well 
if any question on the subject could he 
postponed until Christmas is _ over.

Railway Negotiations. 


The general managers of the railway 
companies will meet the railway trade 
unions again next Wednesday to consider 
claims and counter-claims for wage reduc- 
tions or increases. The National Union 
of Railwaymen ask, it is understood, for 
a minimum wage of £3 a week for adults 
as a response to the companies’ proposal! 
that there shall be .a reduction of the 
present rate. It is considered highly im- 
probable that any agreement: wilt be 
reached by the resumption of direct 
negotiation-, and possibly it will he de 
cided next week to refer al' claims and 
counter-claims to the Central Wages 
Board, and, if necessary, to the National 
Board. In such an event it will be the 
middle of next month before the hearing 
is completed, and the companies and union 
will have to decide whether they wil! 
accept the Board’s findings. 


Stations at Odds. 


Many users of wireless receiving sets 
have noticed interference with the recep- 
tion of the London regional programme 
during the past fortnight—interference 
which sometimes has rendered the London 
programme so blurred as to be unrecog- 
nisable. The cause of the trouble is t..v 
new German wireless station at Muhlacker, 
near Stuttgart. Both stations are workin: 
on. their correct wave-lengths, which 
practice has shown to be too near to eacli 
other, théagh they were settled in an 
international arrangement. Negotiations 
have taken place between the authorities 
of the two countries, and the German 
station has undertaken to take every pre- 
caution against interference pending a 
ctance of wave-lengths, which, it is hoped, 
wil] be arranged shortly.

The latest novelty of the P. and U. 
Line is the installation in certain of the 
vessels on the Australian service of a ne. 
class of accommodation, which will be 
known as “' tourist’ to distinguish it froin 
the saloon arrangements. Lord Inchcape 
has decided that the Moldavia and 
Mongolia, 17,000-ton ships, and two of 
the most popular liners afloat, shal] be 
converted to the new accommodation, and 
thus it will be possible to travel with 
comfort and economy between London and 
Australia and to intermediate ports at a 
cost considerably lower than the former 
second class. The new vessels, Strathnaver 
and Strathaird, will be fitted similarly 
with first saloon and tourist accommoda- 
tion. These two ships are the first P. and 
O. liners to have names not ending in 
“ia,” and another change is the abolition 
of the familiar black funnels and hulls. 
The new ships will have white hulls and 
white upper structure.

THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

“ So far as the work of the Inperial 
Conference is concerned,’’ continued Mr. 
Scullin, “I believe that, although the 
Conference has not achieved all that we 
hoped might be achieved, there has, never- 
theless, been a very considerable advance, 
from the Dominions’ point of view, in the 
declaration that the existing tariff prefer- 
ence will be maintained for a period of 
three years. Hitherte the position had 
been somewhat uncertain. 

é“ The Conference has, I believe, given 
a very definite impetus to the ideal of 
closer economic co-operation among the 
various nations of the British Common.- 
wealth. A solid foundation has been laid, 
and I feel confident that a considerable 
advance will be made at the further Con- 
ference to be held at Cttawa next year. 


OFFER TO ASSIST. 

** In the meantime, I reaffirm my state- 
ment that Australia is willing, as a part 
of a definite policy of Imperial economic 
co-operation, to examine every method of 
assistance to British trade in Australia. 
Our offer to assist in ensuring that Empire 
industries share in this great field of 
trade is still open. ae 

‘Apart altogether from any decisions 
that may be reached at the forthcoming 
Conference at Ottawa, the industriglists 
of Great Britain and Australia should 
come together to consider plans for 
mutual trade.” 


THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 

In a further statement Mr, Scullin 
dealt with the position of Australia’s 
finances. Australia, he said, was @ 
country with abounding resources, and, 
therefore, able to meet every penny of its 
obligations. ‘‘It should be emphasised 
that nearly fifty per cent. of Australia’s 
debt is held in Australia, and that, 
despite the general economic depression, 
Australia has so far demonstrated its 
capacity to manage its huge lo ' War 
Loan conversions without oversea assist- 
ance. 

“ Since the present Government came 
into power in October last year 
£48,000,000 of War Loan has been con- 
yerted or redeemed. In addition, 
£20,000,000 of new money has been 
raised. This makes a total of £68,000,000 
raised or converted in Australia within 
the last twelve months.’

THE TAX ON BETTING.

CORK HARBOUR 
BOARD. 


SERIOUS FINANCIAL 
POSITION. 
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From Our SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
CORK, Wednesday. 

Members of the Cork Harbour Board 
to-day decided that the financial position of 
the Board calls for the most earnest con- 
sideration, and have instructed the general 
manager to prepare a statement showing the 
commitments and their resources to meet 
them. They aim also at affecting economies 
to reduce the working expenses and a re- 
arrangement of existing staffs. 

THE TWO DREDGERS. 

The Board discussed many matters, most 
important of which were the sinking of the 
dredger, the Owenacurra, at the Tivoli pump- 
ing station, and an estimate from the Rush- 
brooke Dockyard Company, totalling aw,300, 
for repairs to the other dredger, the O ~ena- 
buee. 

The Dockyard Company wrote, stating 
that they had started on the work as re- 
quested, but it was revealed at to-day s 
meeting that no order of the Board was 
given, nor was a contract drawn up. 

The Engineer denied that he gave an order 
for £5,000, 

The Chairman said that the Dock Company 
assumed that there was a definite order, and 
so started the work. He asked if the Board 
thought it fit to spend the sum mentioned 
by the Dock Company. 

The Board decided to permit the repairs 
t» be done. 

Regarding tha sinking of the Owenacurra 
at the pumping station, the Chairman made 
a verbal report. The committee which had 
examined witnesses had concluded that, 
before sinking, the vessel had drawn a draft 
that she never drew previously. Until she 
was raised the cause of the accident could 
not be found. 

He added that it had been decided to call 
in experts to advise on the re-floating of the 
Owenacurra, 

THE FINANCIAL POSITION. | 

The Chairman drew attention to the serious 
position in which the port now finds itself. 
One dredger was in dry-dock undergoing 
repairs, the other was overturned and help- 
less, and the navigable channel was filling up 
at the rate of 1,000 tons a day. 

The Board, he added was now up against 
the gravest proposition that they had yet set 
their face to meet. They would have to make 
drastic economies. '

OAVES and fishes formed the principal 
+ items in the Oireachtas bill of fare 
hí y. While the Senate was.listen- 
ing to a doleful tale about the plight of 
the. Trish . flour-milling industry, the 
Oppesition members of the Dail were in 
full cry after the Sea Fisheries Bill. 

When the Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries was moving the second readin 
of his bill it seemed quite a “soun 
measure. One gathered that the poor 
fishermen were going to get more boats 
and fishing gear, and to’ get them on 
better terms than éver before, 
pleasant to learn that more ‘hygienic 
methods of salesmanship would prevail. 
A body called the Sea Fisheries Associa- 
tion was going to shoulder the “job, and 
only the fish would have any further cause 
to mourn. 


IN A NEW ROLE. 


Mr. Seumas Murphy, former Dublin 
City Commissioner, now translated to the 
Managership of the new Association, 
beamed down on the debate from the 
public gallery, and, remembering his fine 
work for the capital, one felt an added 
assurance that all was for the best in 
the best of all possible worlds. 

Members of the Opposition, members of 
the Labour Party and two or three of the 
Independent members hastened to prove 
that this was not so. They cried ‘ stink- 
ing fish ” at the bill, and gave -it as bad 
a mauling as ever was given to the 
contents of a back-street fish barrow in 
Dublin on a Friday morning. 

The bill began at the wrong end, in 
the opinion of Mr. Jasper Wolfe, the 
Independent member for West Cork: it 
should have begun with the buying 
instead of the selling. Mr. Wolfe made 
an impassioned appeal on behalf of the 
hawkers, who, it appeared, were going to 
be badly hit by all this insistence on 
hygiene and refrigerators and such-like 
fal-lals. 


A PATHETIC PICTURE. 


The old-established fish markets in the 
towns, we gathered, would be closed, and 
their erstwhile happy occupants forced 
into the public street to sell their wares 
from door to door. It was a pathetic 
picture, and seemed to impress everybody 
in the House—the whole two dozen, with 
the exception of the Minister. 

Mr. Frank Carney, Donegal’s Fianna 
Fail representative, utilised the occasion 
to make his first speech in the House for 
many months. He appeared to have 
recovered completely from the severe ill- 
ness which laid him low towards the close 
of the last session, and was in fine fettle, 
tearing the bill—and incidentally the 
Minister—to pieces. 

Mr. ‘Carney, who can always be relied 
upon for a piquant sentence or two, de- 
scribed the bill as “ a lot of eyewash,’’ and 
said that the Minister, “ like Pontius 
Pilate, had washed his hands of the ques- 
tion of the fisheries in the Free State and 
handed them over to the Association.’’ 


LIKE OLIVER TWIST. 


The Oliver Twist attitude received a 
striking demonstration at the hands of Mr. 
Moore, an Opposition Front Bencher, who, 
not satisfied with all that the bill proposed 
to do for the fishermen, asked that some 
arrangement should be made by which the 
toilers of the sea would be given cash or 
credit at the beginning of every season to 
enable them to carry on their work away 
from home. 

The Minister emerged from half an 
hour’s heckling at the close of the debate 
with his equanimity apparently undis- 
turbed. He still maintained that the bill 
was a good one, but undertook to look into 
the clause dealing with refrigerators in 
shops. He also promised to see what could 
be done in allowing cash or credit at thie 
beginning of the season. 


THE £300,000 SERIAL, 


The bill was given a second reading with 
a unanimity which was truly remarkable 
in view of the attacks launched upon it. 

For the next hour thirteen deputies 
listened to two speeches on the £300,000 
Relief Vote. At the end of that time the 
debate was automatically adjourned, 
leaving the Relief Vote where it was. 

Nine o’clock brought up an old-standing 
motion to appoint a Select Committee of 
five to investigate the claims of the 
Connaught Rangers who mutinied in India 
in 1920 to consideration at the hands of 
the Free State Government. Mr. Fahy made 
quite an impassioned speech on behalf of 
the survivors—some of them, he said, had 
died in Irish workhouses within recent 
years, 


MINISTER’S HOT TIME. 


The speech of the Minister?for Finance, 
in reply, earned the scorn @f Labour and 
Fianna Fail members alike: He did not 
see the necessity of appointing any com- 
mittee, and compared the Rangers with 
the R.I.C. of Sinn Fein sympathies greatly 
to the disadvantage of the Rangers.

HERR BRUENING’S POLICY.

The Times of to-day observes in a lead- 
ing article:—-When the Reichstag met 
yesterday it found what was to have been 
its principal task already accomplished 
by other means than parliaméntary dis- 
cussion. The Budget for 1931 has been 
enacted by decree on the eve'of the session. 
Herr Briining has once more shown him- 
self ‘o be a Chancctlor who looks head, 
makes his plan. and is de’ermined to carry 
it .-hrough, if possible, by the normal 
methods of democratic government, but 
otherwise by the emergency procedure 
which the German Constitution provides, 

The financial provisions for next year 
are, indeed, of exceptional importance. 
They constitute a series of drastic financial 
reforms, which are calculated to reduce 
expenditure by no less a sum than a 
thousand million marks’(£50,000,000), and 
they are considered by the Government 
not only to be essential to the improve- 
ment of the economic situation in Ger- 
many, but also to farm a necessary pre- 
liminary to the pursuit of certain national] 
aims in the realm of foreign policy. 

HEAVY TAXATION. 

A heavy and almost intolerable burden 
of taxation must be laid upon the German 
people, in order to restore the balance of 
the Budget, and to provide the capital 
and the credit which are absolutely indis- 
pensable if bankruptcy is to be avoided 
But the burden should be regarded only as 
temporary, for the Young Plan definitely 
forsees the possibility of a moratorium. 
Germany herself has the legal power to 
effect that alleviation. She will acquire 
the moral right to do so as soon as she 
has removed some glaring faults in her 
national] economy. 

To put the German thesis briefly is, no 
doubt, to put it crudely, but about its 
general accuracy there can hardly be any 
doubt at all; and even the question of 
frontier revision seems to have become 
connected in the German mind with finan 
ctal reform.

MINERS’ LEADERS SEE THE PREMIER 


ADVISED TO. 
INFLUENCE THE

TO-DAY’S

OPPOSITION REMAINS

The Prime Minister received the Jvxecm- 
tive of the Miners’ Federation in his room 
at the House of Commons last night. Mr. 
Macdonald was accompanied by Mr. 
William Graham, President of the Board 
of Trade, and Mr. Shinwell, the Secretary 
for Mines. 

The proceedings were of a protracted 
nature. The Prime Minister was with the 
miners’ leaders for over two hours, and 
after his departure the conversations con- 
tinued between the Executive and Mr. 
Graham and Mr, Shinwell. 

After the Ministers had left the Miners’ 
Executive met for a short time separately. 
and it was nearly ten o’clock when the 
conferences ended. 

The Press Association states that the 
Miners’ Exccutive left the House of 
Commons after the interview with the 
Prime Minister in a very perplexed frame 
of mind. They are making no -: efinite 
recommendations to the delegate confer- 
ence to-day, and they are not in a position 
as a result of the consultation with the 
Government to overcome the difficulty 
which has arisen in some of the districts 
over the operation of the spread-over 
system of hours. 
do is to report what they were told by the 
Prime Minister. 

It can be stated that the situation has 
not undergone any change or improve- 
ment from the miners ‘standpoint. It is 
the view of the Government that it should 
still be possible for the leaders to persuade 
and influence the delegate conference by 
arguments and facts, and, in view of the 
gravity of the position, agreements ought 
to be entered into, if possible, on a spread- 
over basis for at least a temporary period 
to enable the markéting section of the Coal 
Act to operate for a longer period and 
so improve the financial position of the 
industry that wage reduction will not be 
necessary. 

The miners’ leaders are not at all 
sanguine that they will be able to over- 
come the opposition in the districts, and 
there was a strong feeling last night 
among the Executive and the officials that 
the conference to-day will adhere to its 
embargo on the spread-over and possibly 
maintain its attitude not to sanction the 
spread-over by a larger majority than 
before. 
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ROUND-UP OF NAZIS. 


SURPRISED BY THE POLICE. 

The Berlin Correspondent of The Times 
telegraphed yesterday:—An ineident at 
once significant and ominous, in view of the 
unremitting Nationalist and Nazi campaign 
for a revision of the German-Polish 
frontier, is reported to-day from Silesia, 
where police from Breslau rounded up 
several hundreds of armed and uniformed 
Nazis quartered on a Junker estate not 
far from the border. 

The police drove in the early hours of 
this morning to Schloss Jeschkowitz, an 
estate belonging to a Herr von Oecelffen. 
This East Elbe landowner was a prominent 
supporter of the Kapp pufsch, which was 
mainly hatched on the Junker estates, 
where in the first post-war years arms were 
hidden and secret battalions quartered. 

SEARCHLIGHTS AND SHOTS. 

The police turned searchlights on the 
manor house and fired warning shots to 
deter any of its occupants who contem- 
plated flight. Billeted in the rooms they 
found and arrested about 550 Nazis, who, 
according to the police statement, wore 
uniforms and field equipment, and were 
armed. Carbines, revolvers, ammunition 
and hand grenades were found. The 
arrested men were taken to Breslau for 
examination. 

Herr von Coelffen was also arrested. He 
gives a curious explanation of the 
nocturnal gathering at Schloss Jeschkowitz 
He says he was recently told by a young 
man that a left putsch and a “Red” 
dictatorship impended, and asked if he 
would house.the local. Nazis, whose own 
homes were known to and liable to attack 
by their political enemies. He agreed, 
and after he went to bed last night 300 or 
400 Nazis whom he did not even see 
arrived. Soon afterwards the police 
appeared and removed his guests. 

STORM DETACHMENTS. 

The disclosures of the clandestine 
mobilisation of Nazi storm detachments 
o1. quiet Junker estates near the Polish 
frontier is generally taken, however, to 
lend emphasis to the frequent hints of 
potential .“‘ frontier incidents ” lately 
droppéd in the German Press.

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BRITISH HOSPITAL 
AND “SWEEPS.” 


“ A QUESTIONNAIRE.” 
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A questionnaire as to whether sweepstakes 
should be held in aid of British hospitals 
has been issned by the Sweepstakes Inquiry 
Committee, 26 Great Ormond street, London, 


Following the Irish Sweepstakes a meet- 
ing took place between representatives of 
large hospitals in London, and they dis- 
cussed the desirability of preventing money 
urgently needed in Great Britain from going 
outside and benefiting hospitals elsewhere. It 
was decided to find out whether a sub- 
stantial body of public opinion was in favour 
of this method of. raising funds, and also 
whether an approved sweepstake could be 
conducted under safe and responsible 
auspices in England or abroad. . 

The public are asked to reply to the 
following questions :— 

Do you object, on principle or on other 
grounds, to sweepstakes, with such reliable 
safeguards will ensure -their being 
honestly and fairly conducted, and upon 
terms which are not inimical to good sports 
manship ? 

If a society were formed to advocate their 
being legalised, at first temporarily or ex- 
perimentally, to aid the funds of the British 
hospitals, and to discourage considerable 
funds going outside this country fur sweep- 
stakes, prize funds and similar affairs, would 
you support such a sociely by urging the 
claims for legislation upon your Member of 
Parliament ? 

Assuming that, before such a _ proposal 
could be legalised in Great, Britain, a pre- 
liminary sweepstake could be conducted out- 
side this country for the benefit of British 
hospitals, would you give it your support 
when visiting a country where such sweep- 
stakes are not illegal? 

On the form is a concrete, but tentative 
plan, to benefit all British hospitals. It is 
suggested that permission should be secured 
for one or more sweepstakes each year; that 
thirty-three per cent. of the gross takings 
sliould be available for the hospitals con- 
cerned, and that the expenses should be 
limited to clerfeal staff, and the printing and 
distribution of particulars and tickets. 

In the event of the necessary legislation 
being unobtainable, it is suggested that there 
should be no insurmountable difficulty in 
conducting the sweepstake on the Continent. 

While the questionnaire is being cirenu- 
lated, the Inquiry Committee is considering 
the legal and other aspects of the matter.

A deputation from the United Council of 
Christian Churches and Religious Com- 
munions in Ireland, consisting of the Very 
‘Rev: the Dean of Christ Church, the Rev. 
Dr. Denham Osborne, the Rev. J. 8. Ruther- 
ford, M.A.; Alderman J. Hubbard Clark, 
Mr, George 8S. Beckett, and Mr. Charles 
Eason, waited upon the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health yesterday, 
and put before him the views of the Council 
upon the question of slum clearance in 
Dublin. i 

The following memorandum was submitted 
to the Minister :— 

“The Council of Churches, which the depu- 
tation represents, is profoundly concerned at 
the shocking slum conditions in which 
thousands of the families of the very poor in 
Dublin and other cities and some rural dis- 
tricts in Ireland are compelled to live owing 
to their scanty earnings. 

FACTS FROM OFFICIAL REPORTS. 

“Tn particular, such facts as the following, 
which are set forth in official reports of the 
Saorstat Government, are causing distress to 
all citizens with ideals of Christian patriot- 
ism :'— 

(1) The rural areas in the Irish Free 
State, taken altogether, show 25.5 per 
cent. of the population Ni in over- 
crowded conditions, while in Dublin the 
percentage is 45.3. 

(2) According to the Census returns, 
1926, 13,618 families in Dublin were 
housed in overcrowded conditions, and 
78,934 persons were living in ene room 
tenements, as compared with 73,920 in 

1913, an increase of 12 per cent. 

(3) In the ‘‘ Report on Unemployment, 
1928,” the very grave fact is stated that 
the number of third class occupied 
tenement houses in Dublin—1.e., ““ houses 
so decayed as to be unfit for human habi- 
tation, and ineapable of being made fit,” 
has increased from 1,518 in 1913 to 1,744 
in 1928. 

(4) And further, in the half of the city 
where the poorer working classes dwell, 
one-third of the people live four and 
more to each room. 

SUGGESTED LINES OF ACTION. 

“The vast majority of these poor people 
are slum dwellers through no fault of theirs. 
They are, with very rare exceptions, kind to 
one another, and work hard to scrape up 
enough to pay the weekly rent.

BRITISH ACT QUOTED. . 

“The deputation tefully recogmises the 

earnestness of the Ministry in preparing 
legislation dealing with this important 
matter, and with the whole problem of the 
slums if its relation to town-planning. In 
this connection the deputation ventures to 
quote the following as indicating the effect 
of the Greenwood baine Act, 1930, passed 
by the.

SIR JOHN SIMON AND

disease. The Presbytery rejoices that many 
of the hospitals have refused to participate 
in the proceeds of the recent sweepstake. 
On next Sunday the collection will be made 
for the Dublin Hospital Fund, the proceeds 
of which will he given to. these hospitals 
alone.

AN INCREASE, IN 
OUTPUT. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The output for the Belfast shipyards for 
the present year is greater than that for 1929. 

Messrs. Workman Clark (1928), Lid., to- 
day issued the annual statemont. is showed 
that the firm launched during the year ten 
vessels of 50,600 tons, and re-built one vessel 
of 4,280 tons. In 1929 the number of vessels 
launched was seven, with a total of 53,900 
tons. , 
The complete figures for Messrs. Hartland 
and Wolff, Lid:., are not yet abailable. Up to 
the present the firm has launched at Belfast 
fifteen vessels of approximately 100,000 tons.

A BALACLAVA BUGLE. 

The McNeills made violins of a fairly 
good quality, but there was nothing out- 
standing about their work. In another 
sphere, l.owever, their name does live ; for 
in their shop was made the bugle that 
sounded the charge of the Light Brigade 
at Balaclava. The mould on which the 
bell of the bugle we: made still is to be 
seen. The bugle itself lies in the Army 
and Navy Museum, London. For some 
time it was in the possession of a Sergeant- 
Major Dix, who was the housekeeper of 
the National) Museum of Ireland, but on 
his death some thirty or forty years ago 
he disposed of it. It was sold for 25s., 
but to-day itis valued at several hundred 
pounds. . 

In that old shop, full of odd angles and 
corners and the accumulations of a cen- 
tury, there are many things of historic 
interest. The walls are blackened, and 
scratched with indecipherable inscriptions. 
They are hung with violins and parts of 
all kinds of stringed instruments, as well 
as with old paintings and pictures. 

Everywhere are scattered music folios 
and piec.3, and many other things. In 
one correr hangs a white plaster mask of 
Miss McNeill, executed by her brother, 
Thomas. Stil] further back lies the work- 
room and forge where the brass instru- 
ments were made—a dark, confusing place 

Sixty years ago a saxophone for a priest 
in Munster léft that workroom, and there 
also was made the improved cornet to the 
design of John McNeill, which won the 
medal at the Royal Dublin Society’s Ex- 
hibition of Manufactures in 18650. 

A MUSICAL MUSEUM. 

The shop itself is a regular museum of 
strange and old instruments. -One of the 
origina] hurdy®%gurdies,; which was slung 
over the shoulder, lies forgotten in a show- 
case. In other parts of it there are duct 
flageolets, Rumanian peasant flutes, Swiss 
zithers, Uileann pipes, etc. One of the 
most treasured possessions, however, is a 
violin by Ward.. This instrument is over 
one hundred and fifty years old.

MEMORIES OF DAN LOWRY’S. 

James Munro, the present proprietor, 
was left the shop by the late Miss 
McNeill. He was a great personal friend 
of the McNeill family, and not so many 
years ago was himself well-known as a 
music teacher in Dublin. Fifty years ago 
he started as the leader, and then the con- 
ductor, of the orchestra in Dan Lowry’s, 
which was called “ The Star.’’ 

Dan Lowry, he told me, was the original 
“tread on the tail of me coat.” There 
were also the great George McDermott 
with his “ Down went the captain, down 
went the crew ”; George Leyburn, the real 
Champagne Charley, Dan Leno, Tom 
Ward, Jean Clancy, Harriet Vernon, one 
of the best of the lot, who died poor after- 
wards ; Lydia Yeamans, with her accom- 

anist called Titus; Charlie Chaplin's 
ather, a fine trooper. Like “ The Star ' 
was the ‘* Savoy ” in Grafton street, which 
was run by Pat Kinsella, popularly known 
as ' Petroski.’? Pat Kinsella was a first 
class comedian himself. 

The passing of the McNeill family re- 
calls the period when the Irish master 
violin makers were at their prime in the 
second half of the eighteenth century. The 
father, John McNe*'l, is reputed to have 
served his apprenticeship to Perry and 
Wilkinson, the famous firm in Anglesea 
street. 

Perry was at the top of his profession 
when it was at its height. He is sun: 
posed to have been of Huguenot origin. 
The family settled in the country, probably 
in Kilkenny, where some of his relatives 
were traced. He first set up as a musical 
instrument-maker in Christ Church place, 
which was then known as “ Hell’’ because 
of the shadow cast on the ground by a 
section of a wall. This shadow bore a 
striking resemblance to the popular con- 
ception of the Devil.

PERRY VIOLINS. 

In the National Muséum there are a 
number of Perry violins and other stringed 
instruments. In add‘tion there are instru- 
ments made by the other great Irish 
master-makers of that period, such as 
Delaney, Molyneux and Ward. These 
were arranged some time ago by “Mr. 
Archibald MacGoogan when he was Senior 
Art Assistant at the Museum. It is a 
very fine collection, and in it are the Sir 
Francis Cruise quartet of Perry instru- 
ments—namely, the first and second violins, 
the viola and the ’cello. There also is a 
fifth instrument—the only three-stringed 
double bass by Perry known. 

Mr. MacGoogan is an authority on old 
Irish violin-makers, particularly Perry.
